Women Peace Officers Launch 
Campaign for Las Palmas Pool

Mrs. Maxinc Hahn, first vice president of the Los Angeles Peace Officers Assn. and 
a Torrance Policewoman, is heading the drive for funds to build a swimming pool for Las 
Palmas School. The campaign was outlined at a kickoff luncheon at the school on June 29.

Las Palmas, the only facility of its kind in Los Angeles County, is a school for badly 
disturbed delinquent girls between 13 and 17 years of age.

Honorable Mildred Lillie, 
Justice of the District Court 
of Appeals, and Honorable 
Fred Miller, Judge of tho Su­ 
perior Court, are serving as 
legal advisors for the cam­ 
paign.

Mrs. Dorothy Kirby, Las 
Palmas director, points out 
that these youngsters are 
"extremely troubled children" 
and considers the pool a 
therapeutic device rather than 
a purely recreational facility.

In congratulating Mrs. Dor­ 
othea Gustin, president of the 
LA County Women Peace 
Officers Assn., on the choice 
of project selected by tho as­ 
sociation. Mrs. Kirby said, 
"At Las Palmas, we arc work­ 
ing with deeply troubled ado­ 
lescent girls. They tend to bo 
tense, nervous, hostile and of­ 
ten aggressive. A swimming 
pool is seen as a highly 
therapeutic treatment tool in 
working with these young­ 
sters.

For some, when they learn 
to swim, it marks their first 
experience in successful 
achievement, therefore, is 
highly meaningful. Swimming

ii an excellent disciplinary 
tool, too, because it teaches 
tho girls to follow directions 
and exert self control."

Mrs. Hahn, in explaining 
tho Women Peace Officers' 
interest in building the pool, 
said she hopes every com­ 
munity in the county will 
have a part in the project, 
since Las Palmas cares for 
girls from the entire area.

She believes that the fact 
that law enforcement.women 
arc sponsoring the drive will 
make it clear to the public 
the importance of the pool as 
a therapeutic device.
